The quarterly meeting of the Montreal 
Board of Trade elicited an interesting ad- 
dress from the President, Mr. Motennan, 
and a considerable amount of information 
of value to the commercial community 

From the President's remarks we gather 
tn official recognition of the fact that the 
last season's trade has been highly satie. 
factory. There has been some complrint 
of the working of the new Port Warden 
Act, but generally it seenis to have given 
tatiatnetion. There was some dispute a 
to the proper water line, and it had been 
deemed adviatble for the Board to recom 
mend that the;Port Warden visit Great 
Britain and the Continental ports, there 
to observe the different methods "of load- 
ing and unloading, with thd object of 
adopting any rules ot measures which 
would lessen any existing ovils. The 
Council of the Board, moreover, bad 
thought it advisable to consider the pro- 
posal to solicit of the corporation a subsidy 
for the railway from St. Lambert's to 
Chambly and, Frelighsburg, there cone 
necting with roads to Portland and Bose 
ton, The meeting was. also made ao- 
qasinted with the fict that since August 
last the Italian. States hare enjoyed the 
privilege of the coasting trade of Capsda, 
‘under the Acta extending it to all coun 
tries making Canada free of their coasting 
trade.

The city dt Boston offers 
advantages as an ooean port, which Port- 
land, the terminus of the Grand 
Trunk cannot offer. They were, there: 
fore, very much interested in inaking 
‘connection with Boston, which gentle- 
man there had expressed appreciation of, 
in view of advantages to hoth cities, Boe: 
ton would be s convenient port for this 
part of Canada during the winter, “We 
find Canadian vessels in the ports of New 
Orleans, Baltimore, New York and Boston, 
and it would be very much to our interest 
tt wo could still carry on this tmde by 
using the arrangements favourable to us 
in winter months ia the City of Boston.

The account of these journeys was pub- 
lished in 1857 and excited the greatest of 
interest throughout the civilized world. 
His discoveries revealed the fact that s 
region which had been hitherto been con- 
idered to be merely a barren desert was 
a reality a region which is watered by 
likes and rivers and fit for the habitation 
of civiliaed men. His determination to 
undertake & new expedition .met with 
the hearty support of tbe. \Gorer. 
ment and the 
Society, as well na Of private 
jrodividurls, ‘The object of thie 
proposed expedition was to penetrate the
